[The following Essay wm read by Mr 
iMcPlionon, at the late meeting of the Teach 

era* Association, in "Ncmnaiki-l.j 
After a little consideralion, it will he readily 
conceded, lint Ihe idea of "an e^peation" 
generally entertained by the loawej.is errone- 
ous ; ond that' the term i* odc of far more 
comprehensive meaning than is generally at- 
tached to it. By many, education i* regarded 
simply a* a means of imparting a knowledge*©! 
certain rules and portions of science, without 
which it would be impossible to transact the 
ordinary huiiaeis of hfe ; and many pareots 
feel as if relieved of a burden wbeu theyliave 
sent their children lo school for a aulucieut 
length of time lo gaiu a *inallenog of reading, 
writing, arilhinelic,--!carcely enough to pro- 
tect Ihern from becoming they prey of unprin- 
cipled and designing men, and enable them to 
transactcojumonbusmes*. Such a view of lie 
subject, is, however, of the most limited di- 
meniicol, and is far from being correct. 

Let us enquire, then, in what does educalioo 
nhettf considered io its proper light and in ell 
ill besrin^s, really consist ; 

Kducation, ficu the. Latin rfyw, to lend or 
draw out, consists in leading or drawing oat 
all the faculties" or the mind and body, and di 
reeling thoto in the rnaio channel j and may be 
considered under four distinct headx, vis. : re- 
ligious instruction, intellectual instruction, 

moral aud physical culture

Religtoua iostruction is perhaps sufficiently 

explained by itioarne, and depends, in a great 
measure, on the extent and character of intel- 
lectual detetopemoots, for I bold it to be 



Dished with the necessary material for proper, 
ty conducting nnd facilitating the labor of 
teaching. 

If hoarding up Wealth for their children is 
what prevent* many from engaging heartily in 
tho cause of education, ond there is no doubt 
of it, then are those parents guilty of a ^ double 
robbery ; first in defrauding their offspring of 
on education which is legitimately theiia, and 
of which no inaii.eipecitlly their natural guar- 
dian, has n right to deprive them ;— secondly, 
of the wcallh which knosrledge always brings 
%rith it. For it is an acknowledged fact, that 
ihe rnoit intelligent nations are tho most 
wealthy, and the wealth of a nation depends on 
the wealth of the inditiduals composing it. 
..Tho questtOfl'Brfw»,»li'ow- ttt-lbo obslacUs 
of which ire complain to bo removed 1 

5io far as wo see there aro but two ways — 
first, by the united and energetic efforts of 
those who m3y profess to|be " friends to educa- 
tion," J-et them endeavor to ixcurc the ser- 
vices of trustees who bate the cause at heart, 
and who will carry out the provisions of the 
law in reference to this. matter. Let them 
use their influence to procure leach era who 
know their doty end ere willing to discharge 

it and co-operate will them ; discharge their 
doty in visiting their school, administer log such 

words* of comfort lo both leacber aud taught 
as they may think proper ; for there is nothing 
so w'ell calculated to inspire sigor ond energy 
into a school as the manifestation of a lively 
interest on the par to f parents. If those only 
who ore professedly friends of improvement' 
would discharge their duty, there is no doubt 
but that improvement would be mora rapid, 
ond the lime would soon arrive "hen neither 
argument nor compulsioo srould be required to 
induce people to perform their duty in the 
c&ute of education. 

Secondly— And ro my opinion Iho best stay 
of securing competent teachers, eflieieot super- 
iotcndeiitf, and '.universal allendanco on the 
part of pupils, is to have stringent lasts enact- 
ed, making it compulsory for pareots to seed 
their children lo school, and providing duly 
qualified teachers aad superintendents for the 

work. 

Some might object to -this method ds being 
rather despotic ; but we contend that' the go- 
vernment of a country is ; for the purpose of 
preventing fraud, and securing to the commu- 
nity its rights and privileges. Now, if an 
education is the right of e^tf Canadian joulb, 
(and none will gainsay i ? .) sthy allow any to 
withhold this right, fyirlhor— It is general- 
ly admitted, that ignorance, neat to intemper- 
ance, is the most fertile sourco of pauperism ; 
aod their is no doubt that ignorance is the 
chief promoter of intemperance, so that the 
greater part of pauperism which exists in our 
country, is directly or indirectly traceable to 
thia.causei Again, — If intemperance is the 
rcsull chiefly of ignoraoce, and three-fourths 
of ell the crimes comm'Mcdsao.^s-attribfi!?^ 
io'.iT." T contend 'that toy government that 
does not provide for the dissamioalion of know- 
ledge, and enforce its provision, fails signally 
in the discharge of the most important part of 

its duty.
